ELOQUENT SPEECH ON —

Mr. T. V. Soong, in one of the 
most eloquent statements ever s+ 
sued by a retiring Minister, retap- 
{tulates the measures which avert- 
ed the threatened moratorium and 
collapse of Government finances, 
and says that during the past four 
months the:Government had been 
able to balance its income and ex- 
ponditure and-diapense with’ bor- 
rowing. . 

He asserts that the Hquidation 
of the’ Shanghai affatr closed an- 
other chapter in National finances, 
and as he feels unequal to the 
strain of further office, he has re- 
signed. a 

Mr, Soong adds that there was 
no denying that the first duty of 
the State is the liberation of the 
Yangtsze Provinces from the ra- 
vares of the Communists and Ban- 
dits, : 

Normally, he says, there are two 
ways of raising funds, namely, 
taxation and borrowing, In the 
present circumstances additlonal 
taxation was not justifiable, while 
in borrowing lies ruin, in the form 
of political instability and ultimate 
disaster.

Hiowraphy that thrives tempor- 
avily on omuckraking seems de- 
finitely on the wane, One heard 
comparatively little about) it) in 
1931 and even less up to the pre- 
sent in 1932. During business 
depressions, many  unessentials 
have to be eliminated, and, of 
course, muckraking biography is 
one of them, Such’ material is at 
best a speculation for the pttb- 
lisher, who must depend upon its 
immedinte sale for profit. Meun- 
while, writers who qualify merely 
as osmart-alecks have witnessed 
their own debunking: at the hands 
of able book reyiewers.

TREMENDOUS INCREASE IN 
NATIONAL SAVINGS 


London, June 12. 

A remarkable increase in the 
amount of savings of all kinds by 
small investors, was revealed at the 
National Savings Assembly, at 
Blackpool. Major-General the Rt. 
Hon. J; E. B. Seeley, Chairman of 
the National Savings Committee, 
stated that in 1911 the total of small 
savings amounted: to £492,000,000, 
or £12 per head of the population. 

In 1916;-when the National Sav- 
inga movement first came into being 
with the formation of the National 
War Savings Committee, the total 
smali savings had increased to 
£687,000,000, an average of £16 per 
head, 

‘In the five yenrs from 1916 to 
1921 the figures were doubled, 
reaching £1,418,000,000 or £33 per 
head of the population. By the erid 
of 1931, in spite of tho difficult 
period, the total pmall savings had 
risan to the amazing figure of 
£2,244,000,000, or £60 per head of 
the population.— British Wirelcas..

sarily follow the usual steamer routes. 


Hausner’s monoplane stood up to the battering of 
several rough days thanks.to a safety-measure which 
‘he insisted upon before taking off on the hazardous At-! 
lantic crossing which had Warsaw as its projected 
destination, but which terminated ahout five hundred 
miles to the west of Oporto. ; 

The derelict machine had a petrol-tank device en- 
abling them to be employed, for a brief while, as pon- 
toons. On these the machine had drifted miles from 
the point of the forced descent upon the sea,

Defictionizing Biography. 


Biography that thrives: tempor- 
arily on. muckraking seems de- 
finitely on the wane. One heard 
comparatively little about it) in 
1931 and even less up'to the pre- 
sent in 1932, During. business 
depressions, many  unessentials 
have to be eliminated, and, of 
course, muckraking biography is 
one of them.. Steh material is at 
best a speculation for the pub- 
lisher, who must depend upon its 
immediate sale for profit. Mean- 
while, writers who qualify merely 
as smart-alecks have (vitnessed 
their own debunking at the hands 
of uble book reviewers. Evidence 
of a brighter outlook for bioyra- 
phy Is sketched by Claude M. 
Fuesas, writing on “The Biogra-: 
pher and His ‘Vietims.” Mr, 
Fuess considers biography 1 fine 
art, “one of the leisurely arts, re- 
quiring investigation, meditation 
revision.” Although he recognizes 
that there are charlatans and sen- 
sationallsts of biography, he finds 
it consoling to know there are 
many honest craftsmen endeavour- 
ing to uphold the highest stand- 
ards of this field of literature, 
Numerous commentators have 
stressed, as he does, the helpless- 
nesf of dblographical subjects at 
the handa’ of those who write 
“lives.” It seems appropriate to 
reverse the picture and show how 
the biographers themselves are de- 
pendent, It.ia true they may level 
pens at both public and. private 
persons, and gauge the force of 
their thrusts. But they, in turn, 
will be judged by the-~skill and 
fairness with which the Hterary 
tilting: is done. Criticism of 
biography begins with the choice 
of a subject; it’enda with a Tong- 
pending appratsal of the ‘work 
both as history and ag literature. 
One who aclects a subject to por- 
tray should assume the obligation 
to depict it adequately. Some so- 


called’ biographies, written: in the 


lant decade, have been more Hke 
“pot-boflera” in fictlon; they pre- 
sonted’ nows ‘tecl “lives” of the 
subjects, with scenes sometimes 
chosen more for sensation than 
substance. Obviously, the value 
—if any—of such sketches f[s 
ephemeral, Blography seems to 
be appronching a more construc-

Truth Gradually Appears. 


The hearing represents an at- 
tempt to straighten out the tangled 
affairs of the bankrupt Inter- 
national Match Corporation and to 
trace Its connexions throtgh the 
complicated, world-wide structure 
of the vast Kreuger interests. 

The deeper they dig, the more 
dishonesty {3 uncovered. In com- 
parison to Kreuger, Ponzi was a 
piker: beside Kreuger’s schemes, 
the South Sen Bubble was a mero 
shell game, It is evident that not 
for several months more can there 
be guthered and correlated the full 
| facts regarding his amazing activi- 
tles.

Sir,—I way much interested to 
read in yaur iasue of Friday the in- 
formation given regarding — the 
amount of rainfall since June 
Ist, and should like to know the 
reason of the tremendous ap- 
parent discrepancy between the 
amount of water received in the 
reservoirs and the ‘amount which 
appears to have fallen on the 
eatchment areas 


If I read your article aright, 
the catchment areca Is 2,700 acres. 
The number of square inches in 
a square chain: is 627,264. This, 
one Inch deep, becomes 627,264, 
divided by 277.27, equala yallons 
per square chain for one ineh of 
rain, equals 2265.1 gallons, Ten 
chaina equals one nere; ergo 
2265.1 gallons equals one inch of 
water on one acre, Thin mul- 
tiplied by 2,700 equals 61,167,700 
gallons for one inch of rain on 
the catehment area. Since LOY 
Inches of rain have fallen since 
June 1st, this should yield an 
incrense of 642,165,850 — yallons, 
Instead of apparently 120,000,000, 
oran amount more than five thmes 
as much,
